ROME (UPIl - President Ford, 
winding up a week-long European trip to 
shore up NATO defenses and search for 
a

problems. 
The President arranged to fly home 
after meeting with the Pope and earlier 
telling Italian leaders his talks with 
Egyptian President Anwar Sadat pro­ 
duced “positive but no final results' on 
the Middle East. 
“We do not shut our eyes to the reality 
of the relationships of power." the 77- 
year-old Roman Catholic leader said in a 
statement as he and Ford met for an 
hour in his private Vatican library 
“But we must raise our voice to 
remind that it is not upon power that a

WASHINGTON (UPI > - Gym classes 
in most schools and colleges in the 
United States must be integrated to 
include both boys and girls, except for 
b odily 
c o n ta c t 
sp o r ts, 
the 
administration announced today. 
Under the rules announced by the 
Department of Health, Education and 
Welfare, any school receiving federal 
funds must demonstrate it is “moving as 
expeditiously as possible within the 
prescribed 
time 
frame 
toward 
eliminating separate physical education 
classes.” 
The rules were prepared under Title 
IX of the Education Amendments of 1972 
which bars discrimination by sex in 
federally financed school programs. 
“While 
generally 
prohibiting 
sex 
segregated physical education* classes," 
HEW said, “the final regulations do 
allow separation by sex in physical 
education classes during competition in 
wrestling, boxing, basketball, football 
and other sports involving bodily con­ 
tact.” 
During the period schools are making 
the 
“necessary 
adjustments" 
for 
integrated gym classes, HEW said, they 
“must insure that physical education 
classes 
and 
activities 
which 
are 
separate are comparable for members 
of each sex.”

In Athens today, Sadat also said his 
meeting with Ford had made him 
optimistic about peace in the Middle 
East and on Cyprus 
Leone reassured Ford his nation —the 
anchor of NATO s Mediterranean front 
—supports a strong and unified western 
alliance 
Ford flew to Rome for a 10-hour 
stopover from Salzburg, Austria, where 
he held two days of cordial and 
encouraging talks on Middle East peace 
prospects with Egypt’s President Anwar 
Sadat. 
The President looked refreshed as he 
arrived with Mrs. Ford aboard Air 
Force One, but he seemed to favor the 
trick knee that caused him to tumble 
down the airplane ramp in Salzburg. He 
descended slowly from his plane at 
Rome's Ciampino Airport and clutched 
the guiderails with both hands. 
Ford flew to Leone s Quirinale palace 
for talks with the chief of state and 
Prime Minister Aldo Moro by helicopter 
—thus avoiding the massive traffic jams 
caused by security precautions laid on 
for his visit. 
Police blocked off the entire Quirinale 
Hill —one of the seven hills of Rome —to 
traffic. 
Drivers caught up 
in the 
resulting jams shouted abuse at police, 
shook their fists and honked their horns.

County Administrative Officer Ray 
Johnson today said county mechanics 
have removed rolling stock from most 
county fire stations and stored it in an 
undisclosed location in Santa Barbara

The action came at the close of the 
first day of a county fire fighter strike 
that has closed down all 15 of the 
county’s fire stations.

Korea is becoming a major 
part of this week’s debate in 
the Senate over foreign policy 
and military expenditures 
No Senator has yet proposed 
removing

But the assumptions behind

as part of Senate consideration

research and establishing troop 
strength. 
Later in the week the Senate 
will take up questions of the B1 
bomber, strategic “ counterfor­ 
ce” programs to increase the 
accuracy and yield of nuclear 
weapons, and tanks, troops and 
tactical air power. The Defense

proposed authorizing $25 0 bil­ 
lion, a cut which included

earmarked for Vietnam. 
Both sides have agreed that 
today 
will 
be 
devoted

strategy, foreign policy and

should take priority over the 
economy and social needs. 
Sen. Thomas J. Eagleton, D- 
Mo., in remarks prepared for 
delivery today, said: 
“ It would appear that the 
most important deterrent to a 
North Korean offensive —and 
the subsequent disruption of 
detente —is the 
American 
military presence in South 
Korea While it is unlikely that 
North Korea would launch a 
major attack across the DMZ 
before important votes next 
fall on the continuation of the 
United Nations force, efforts 
will no doubt be made to test 
American resolve.” 
Sen. Alan Cranston, D-Calif ., 
took the other side Monday.

Rare nuclear 


test held 
in desert 


LAS VEGAS, Nev. (U PI) - 
A rare double-barreled nuclear 
test, delayed an hour and 20 
minutes by winds which swept 
across the Nevada Test Site, 
was conducted 
underground 
today and the blasts were felt 
in this gambling mecca 110 
miles away. 
The first explosion, a weap- 
ons-related test, was set off at 
7:20 a m PDT 2,400 feet under 
ground at Pahute Mesa. La­ 
beled Stilton and conducted by 
the Lawrence Laboratory of 
Livermore, the explosion sent 
up a small dust cloud at ground 
zero and was felt slightly in Las 
Vegas. 
The second test, Mizzen, was 
set off 20 minutes later at 
Yucca Flat, about 80 miles 
from Las Vegas. It was buried 
2,100 feet underground and was 
conducted by the Los Alamos 
Laboratory of New Mexico. 
The control booth reported 
noticeable ground movement 
and microphones swayed It too 
was felt slightly in Las Vegas 
where residents reported light 
fixtures swaying. 
Monitoring planes above the 
explosions 
reported 
no 
radiation leaks. 
The tests had been scheduled 
for about 6 a.m. but were 
postponed because of winds at 
the test site. The Energy 
Research 
and 
Development 
Administration, 
which 
took 
over the duties of the former 
Atomic Energy Commission, 
prefers no wind at all for tests, 
but if there are any they must 
be blowing away from Las 
Vegas.

GOP demands delay swift 
action on Brown's budget 


SACRAMENTO (U PI) - A 
drive 
for 
swift 
legislative 
action on Gov. Edmund G. 
Brown Jr .’s first budget has 
been tripped up demands of 
Assembly Republicans for net 
spending cuts of $95 million. 
Outnumbered by more than 
2-to-l, 
Republicans 
blocked 
passage of the Assembly’s $$1.6 
billion version of the budget 
Monday and demanded Demo­ 
crats trim a spending in a 
range of programs, including 
renter’s tax credits and school 
driver education programs. 
Republicans also called for a 
year-long freeze on any expand­ 
ed state hiring. GOP leader 
Robert Qeverly of Manhattan 
Beach complained the budget 
threatened to put the state 
“ seriously close to a deficit, 
leave inadequate reserves to 
meet unforeseen expenditures 
and virtually mandate a tax 
increase for 1976-77. " 
Democratic Assembly Speak­ 
er Leo T. McCarthy of San 
Francisco said the Republicans 
were mistaken in their dire 
predictions, and he denounced 
the GOP blockade as a last- 


minute attempt at budgetary 
“ sabotage.” 
The Senate, meantime, over­ 
whelmingly approved its $11.5 
billion version of the budget. 
The bipartisan vote was 33-1 
Monday with no debate. The 
budget bill carried by Finance 
Committee Chairman Anthony 
C. Beilenson, D-Los Angeles, 
now goes to the Assembly. 
Brown originally submitted 
an $11.3 billion “ no nonsense” 
budget, to which he made 
additions for a total of $11.4 
billion-plus. Fiscal committees 
in both houses then added other 
programs, bringing the totals 
to $11.565 billion in the Senate 
and $11.649 in the Assembly. 
Differences between the two 
budgets 
ultimately 
will 
be 
decided in a two-house confer­ 
ence committee prior to a final 
legislative vote. 
The Republican move could 
throw the legislature past a 
June 15 consitutional deadline 
for passage of the budget, said 
Democratic 
Assemblyman 
John Foran of San Francisco, 
chairman of the Ways and 
Means Committee and sponsor 


of the Assembly budget bill. 
Foran added, however, he 
expected passage before July 1 
when the fiscal year budget 
takes effect. 
Republicans in the Assembly 
seized on a unique set of 
circumstances to gam a strong 
voice in the budget process. 
Ordinarily, 
the 
25 
GOP 
assemblymen would be power­ 
less against a united bloc of 55 
Democrats because it takes 
only 54 votes, a two-thirds 
majority, 
to 
approve 
the 
budget. However, one Demo­ 
cratic 
seat 
is vacant and 
Assemblyman Curtis Tucker, 
D-Inglewood, 
is hospitalized 
following open heart surgery, 
leaving 53 voting Democrats. 
At a closed door caucus, 
Republicans voted to stand 
together in opposing the budget 
and demanding the spending 
cuts, effectively blocking pass­ 
age. 
McCarthy responded by put­ 
ting off a scheduled vote “ until 
later 
in 
the 
week" 
and 
embarked on a private series of 
negotiations with Republican 
leaders.

The recession may be over 
for business but it is of little 
comfort to 25 to 35 million 
Americans who will suffer loss 
of jobs or income this year, a 
labor economist said Monday.

In fact, he said, “ we expect 
the number of unemployed 
workers to be rising and going 
higher. 
“ The number of people who 
are affected in terms of jobs 
and incomes even in an upturn 
is going to be three or four 
times the number of persons 
unemployed If you look at 1975, 
it’s not just 8 million out of 
work There are going to be 25 
to 35 million who experience 
some period of unemployment. 
“ It’s a helluva a lot a people. 
And it means they are going to 
be suffering a human psycho­ 
logical trauma quite apart 
from the real financial loss.” 
A decrease in unemployment 
lags behind the start of a 
business recovery by several 
months because employers are 
slow to rehire workers after 
business picks up and because 
of growth in the labor supply. 
“ To make any real cut into

unemployment," 
Roberts said, “ we would have 
to have a pickup in economic 
activity at a rate of 7 or 8 per 
cent or more.

annual “ bonus” paid to Cali­ 
fornia public employes who 
take military leave to serve on 
the National Guard and other 
military reserves has narrowly 
passed the Assembly 
The measure (AB1485) was 
sent to the Senate Monday on a 
minimum 41-14 vote despite a 
warning from Assemblyman 
Mike Cullen. D-Long Beach, a 
captain in the Navy reserves, 
that if the bill passed. “ You can 
kiss 
the 
National 
Guard 
goodbye in California.” 
Assemblyman 
Ernest 
Mobley, R-Sanger, a colonel in 
the guard, said the bill by 
Assemblyman Tom Suitt, D- 
Indian Wells, would have “ a 
dire effect upon the reserve 
forces of the country 
Supporters said the measure 
would reduce the extra proper­ 
ty taxes now used to support 
the “ bonus.” 
Currently, public employes 
who go on military leave 
receive both their full-time 
salaries and their military 
salaries for a period not to 
exceed 30 days a year 
The bill would allow a public 
employe to collect from his 
employer only the difference 
between the regular salary and 
the military compensation to 
prevent the bonus. This would 
be similar to many private 
employment contracts 
Tlie federal government per­ 
mits such bonus payments for 
15 days.

But a sixth man is still 
missing. Coast Guard officials 
said today he was not believed 
trapped in the submerged rig 
and

searching the derrick for him 
A Coast Guard spokesman 
said the last man was believed 
tossed overboard when the 
barge-mounted structure cap­ 
sized 18 miles offshore in the 
Gulf of Mexico Sunday. 
“ I was just plain old scared,” 
said Darrel John Dore of 
Delcambre, La., the first man 
rescued Monday. “ I thought of 
my wife a lot -and 1 prayed.” 
Dore said he found a small 
air pocket after the rig sank in 
the water, and began beating 
on the wall of the rig with a 
knife to let divers know where 
to find him.

Fugitive Huey P. Newton, who 
led the Black Panther Party 
from guns to politics, is alive 
and well in Havana, Cuba,

Charles 
Garry 
testified Monday. 
Garry, a long-time attorney 
for party members, said he 
received a telephone call from 
Newton three months ago. He 
said later information that 
Newton was still in Cuba came 
from black revolutionary An­ 
gela Davis. 
Newton has been missing 
since Aug. 23 when he forfeited 
$42,000 in bail by failing to show 
up in municipal court to answer 
a variety of felony charges. 
He was accused of brawling 
with undercover police, shoot­ 
ing and wounding a young girl 
and pistol-whipping a tailor. 
The girl, Kathleen Smith, 17, 
died after Newton disappeared. 
In an interview earlier this 
year, Garry said a $10,000 
“ contract” had been put out on 
Newton’s life by underworld 
figures involved in prostitution.

called 
as 
a 
witness in the Alameda County 
Superior Court trial of Robert 
Heard, 36, a bodyguard of 
Newton’s who was charged in 
connection with the alleged 
assault on two police officers in 
a West Oakland bar last July

SAN FRANCISCO (U PI) - 
Hospital operating rooms in 
California are getting back to 
normal with anesthesiologists 
returning to work after a 
month long workout. 
Medical spokesmen in both 
San Francisco and Los Angeles 
said it would be two or three 
days 
before 
full 
surgical 
schedules are under way. 
Patients waiting as long as a 
month for elective surgery 
finally got into the operating 
room Monday. 
The doctors, who had refused 
to handle any but life-or-death 
surgery cases, 
returned to 
work under a temporary truce 
on the assumption that the 
state legislature would work 
out a long-term solution to the 
malpractice problem within 
the next few months. 
“ The vast majority, it seems 
to me, are taking out whatever 
insurance is available in the 
interest of the public health, 
safety and welfare,” said Dr. 
Joseph Hoffman, a spokesman 
for the San Francisco Medical 
Society, 
which 
backed 
the 
anesthesiologists’ walkout. 
However, 
he warned 
the 
doctors returned to the operat­ 
ing room “ on a temporary 
basis.” 
Several hospitals said the 
anesthesiologists were purchas­ 
ing private malpractice in­ 
surance, but at premiums as 
high as five tunes that of last 
year’s. 
Last week the doctors agreed 
to take out insurance under a 
new state law which rolled 
back rates and provided that 
any increased losses by the 
insurance carriers be made up 
by balloon payments at the end 
of the year. 
In Los Angeles, Leon Hauck, 
a spokesman for the Southern 
California 
Hospital Council, 
said, “ There doesn’t seem to be 
any resistance on the part of 
physicians at this point. 
“Doctors 
are 
scheduling 
surgery and it will be two or 
three days before things are 
back to normal.” 
Leading hospitals 
in San 
Francisco reported they were 


organizing 
full 
surgical 
schedules for later in the week. 
They expected all their anes­ 
thesiologists would be covered 
by insurance within the next 
few days. 
At more than 150 affected 


hospitals throughout the state, 
the employes who had been laid 
off were being recalled.

Boycott of 
Gallo Wines 
to continue 


SEATTLE, Wash. (U PI) - 
The United Farmworkers will 
continue a boycott of Gallo 
wines despite the new Cali­ 
fornia labor relations law, Rev 
Wayne "Chris” Hartmire said 
Monday. 
Hartmire, director of the 
United Farmworkers Ministry 
and an associate of Cesar 
Chavez, called the boycott a 
blue chip to prevent a growers’ 
court challenge to the act. 
Hartmire said the boycott of 
Gallo products will end only 
after jurisdictional elections 
are held between the United 
Farmworkers and the rival 
Teamsters union.

Former top political boss 
John Kenny dies at 82 


PARAMUS, N.J. (UPIi - 
John V 
Kenny, one of the 
nation’s 
most 
powerful 
political bosses for more than 
20 years until he was toppled by 
a corruption scandal, died of a 
heart attack Monday. He was 
82 
Kenny, a Democrat whose 
power was once absolute in his 
Hudson County headquarters 
across from New York City, 
spent four months in a federal 
prison in 1971-72 on income tax 
evasion charges arising from a 
conspiracy-extortion 
indict­ 
ment. He was freed when his 
health failed, and he had been 
in a nursing home for most of 
the time since. 
A family spokesman said 
Kenny suffered a heart attack 
and was pronounced dead 15 
minutes later by his nephew, 
Dr John Hamill 
“ We knew he had a heart 
condition, but this fatal attack 
was sudden,” the spokesman 
said 
Kenny’s counsel was valued 


at the national level of the 
Democratic party in the 1950s 
and ‘60s, but in Jersey City, 
where he built his political 
machine through traditional 
clubhouse 
politics, 
he 
was 
known familiarly as “ the Little 
Guy” 
to 
residents of 
the 
immigrant Irish neighborhood 
where he was born lived 
He attained political promi­ 
nence in 1949 by breaking away 
from the Democratic orgamza 
tion of Frank Hague —the boss 
known by his motto, “ I am the 
law” —and scoring a resound­ 
ing 
upset. 
Kenny defeated 
Hague’s nephew and successor 
as mayor, Frank Hague Eg- 
gers, by 22,000 votes. 
Kenny served as mayor until 
1953, winning by ever larger 
margins Although 
he 
never 
again held elective office, he 
heavily influenced county and 
state politics through 1971

Chinese impressive, well-fed 


LOS ANGELES (UPI) - Francie 
Larrieu and Gary Tuttle Monday told 
the Southern California Track Writers 
that they were favorably impressed with 
Mainland China and the Chinese people. 
They were members of an AAU track 
team, which returned Friday from a 20- 
day tour of China during which they 
competed m meets in Canton, Shanghai 
and Peking. 
Tuttle is a long distance runner with 
the Beverly Hijls Striders Miss Larrieu 
is a junior at UCLA who competes for 
the Pacific Coast Club. She is a 1,500 
meter runner and miler. 
“My dad won’t like me saying this,” 
said Tuttle, “but communism is the only 
way to feed those people (Chinese).” 
Miss Larrieu agreed with Tuttle and 
added, “ there is no other way to feed 
these people. Everybody in China eats. I 
don't think you can say that about this 


country." 
In answer to a question on whether 
China could host an Olympics as near in 
the future as 1984, Tuttle said, “Peking 
Stadium is as good as any I have ever 
seen. It holds 80,000 people. Canton and 
Shanghai have the best combination 
cinder-clay track I have ever run on.” 
He likened the athletic ability of the 
Chinese track athletes to that of a good 
small college team in the United States. 
“They are young and eager to learn,” 
Tuttle said. “ In about 10 years, not five, 
China should have a strong track team. 
But they (Chinese officials and coaches) 
will have to let the athletes have some 
individualism 
Tuttle said he returned home a little 
out of condition and overweight. He ran 
two races in China, finishing second in a 
10,000-meter event and third in a 5,000. 
“The food was too good and too

much,” Tuttle said. “Every meal was 
either a banquet or a 12-course affair.” 
“We were treated in great fashion,” 
said Miss Larrieu. “We were guests of 
the Peoples Republic of China and they 
did everything to make us feel welcome. 
I think we were given the same gracious 
treatment as that accorded to the 
Nixons on their trip to China.” 
Miss Larrieu, who ran a swift 1,500 
meters in 4:11.5 there, said she was 
stunned by the honesty of the Chinese 
people. 
“I never locked the doors of my hotel 
rooms,” she said. “Some of our athletes 
would leave their cameras and purses on 
buses when they went sightseeing and 
when we returned they were still there. 
“It was refreshing to find a place 
where you could leave things around 
without having them stolen. 
“Where I live here, I have to bolt and 
lock all of my doors and windows.” 
Miss Larrieu said she was interested 
in the cultural aspects of China and 
visited the Great Wall, schools, the 
palace, museums and operas. 
“They did have great talent and 
scenery 
at 
their operas, 
but they 
became tiresome because the Red guys 
always won. Every opera has the same 
plot. They’re all about the revolution.” 


Miss Larrieu said she will run 3,000 
meters Saturday in Eugene. Ore., fly to 
Las Vegas, Nev., Sunday to play in a 
celebrity tennis program, and on June 14 
will go Berkeley for the Meet of 
Champions in which she hopes to run the 
mile under 4:25.0. 


World high jump record holder Dwight 
Stones said he will attempt to break his 
global mark at Berkeley, and later will

in 
the 
national 
AAU 
championships June 20-21 at White 
Plains, N.Y. 


“You have to compete in the AAU 
meet to get a travel permit to go to 
Europe this summer,” Stones said.

throwing smoke 


— at old-timers

NEW YORK (U PI) - Bob Feller lives 
in the present, not the past, but there are 
times, mostly when he’s by himself, he 
allows himself to daydream a bit. He 
catches himself wondering how he’d do 
against the modern day hitters, and in 
these private little reveries of his, he 
always comes out on top. 
T h i s is understandable enough when 
you’ve been in the Hall of Fame almost 
15 years the way Bob Feller has, when 
you’ve posted 266 lifetime victories the 
way he also has, and when you still hold 
the major league record for one-hitters 
with 12. 
Remarkably, Feller went after his 
13th one-hitter this past Sunday. More 
remarkable, 
he 
got 
it, 
and 
most 
remarkable of all, perhaps, is that at 56, 
the former Cleveland fireballer is no kid 
anymore and you’d hardly expect him to 
be out there pitching, but he still can can 
get the ball up there. 
He looks younger than 56, possibly 
because he has taken to darkening his 
hair, bringing it back to his original 
color, he says, with a product he's 
promoting, Grecian Formula 16. Maybe 
it makes him feel younger as well 
because for the first time in a long time 
Sunday he put on a uniform in San 
Antonio. He pitched three innings of an 
Old-Timers’ game before the regularly 
scheduled 
Lafayette-San 
Antonio 
contest and allowed only one hit. 
Some feel Nolan Ryan may be the 
fastest pitcher in baseball history. His 
fastball was clocked at 100.8 miles per 
hour last summer wiping out Feller’s 
unofficial record of 98.6 which had stood 
nearly three decades. 
Feller doesn’t put complete stock in 
those 
figures. 
It’s 
clear 
he 
isn’t 
convinced Ryan throws any harder than 
he did. 
“I wish they had checked the speed of 
his pitch when the ball crossed home 
plate the way they did mine,” he said. 
“On his. test, Ryan threw into a wide 
open electronic ‘field.’ I had to throw 
into a much smaller area. Look, I’m not 
saying who’s faster. Maybe he is. All I 
know is he just won his 100th game 
Sunday, and he’s 28. I won my 100th 
game when I was 22.” 
If you press Bob Feller as I did 
because I’ve known him for so many 
years, and ask him point blank whether 
he feels in his.heart he feels he threw 
harder than Nolan Ryan does, his 
answer is yes. That’s to be be expected. 
It’s human nature.

Attention, anglers: if you’ve been putting off that ocean fishing 
trip, now is the time to act. 
Small boat fishermen, charter boaters and surf fishermen are 
all reporting outstanding action along the coast. SEA Landing in 
Santa Barbara reports without hesitatkm that the past f^w w ^ s 
have been the best fishing in the last two years. 
There is a run of halibut at 
Santa 
Rosa 
Island. 
“The 
Corsair" from SEA Landing is 
leaving every morning at 1 
o’clock, headirm for Santa Rosa 
and landing halibut in the 40- to 
50-pound class. 
Halibut are also biting closer 
to the coast. Live squid is the 
best bait. 
Calico bass are still hitting at 
Naples Reef on a regular basis, 
wiUi one party boat reporting 
150 caught there last Friday, 
weighing up to eight pounds. 
Another charter boat out of Santa Barbara, fishing the islands, 
caught 30 ling cod in one day, and one was a 41 Mi-pounder. Lots of 
red snappers. 
Further north, bottom fishing at Point Sal and Purisima has 
been exceptional, with large red cod, snappers and some large 
lings. Fine eating. 
John Wilson’s charter boat "A.B.C.’’ is doing well on bottom 
fish out of Port San Luis. If fi^ are there, John will find ’em. 
Freshwater report 
Local streams and reservoirs took a heavy beating over the 
holidays. 
Lake Lopez now rqxirts fishing fair to good. Most of the trout 
are taken trolling with a small lure and a night crawler. 
Margarita Lake bass fishing is slow, and only experienced 
anglers are getting results. 
Nacimiento, in spite of the heavy pressure, has excellent white 
bass fishing, with black bass plentiful but not large. It looks like 
the 12-inch limit might be working. We hope to see that limit soon 
in all local lakes, so that we will eventually have bigger and better 
bass. 
Fish & Game News 
The cost of a trout fishing trip to Inyo and Mono Counties took 
an unexpected upturn for a Los Angeles trio earlier this month 
when fish and game warden Warren Allsup checked their catch 
and found 183 fish. 
After allowing each of them to keep a legal limit of 10 trout. 
Allsup took the remaining 153 fish as evidence and issued 
citations. 
Bail was set at $311 for each of the three, and all three forfeited. 
Warden Allsup worked several days on an undercover 
assignment to gather the information which led to discovery of the 
overlimits. He said some of the trout had been smoked, some had 
been frozen and the rest had been placed on ice for the long trip 
home. 


Another salmon planted the first'of the year in the Santa 
Margarita River near Oceanside has turned up in the catch of a 
bait boat inside Los Angeles Harbor. 
Bill Verna, skipper of the Chovie Clipper, reported catching the 
fin-clipped fish last Friday. It weighed 12Mi ounces and measured 
13 inches in length and had just dined on six pinhead anchovies auid 
a juvenile rockfish. 
The yearling silver salmon planted last Jan. 30 in the Santa 
Margarita Lagoon on the U.S. Marine Corps Base at Camp 
Pendleton averaged two ounces in weight. 
This was the fourth fin-clipped salmon reported taken in 
Southern California waters since the Jan. 30 plant, the second in 
Los Angeles Harbor. 
Under ordinary circumstances the survivors of the 100,000 silver 
salmon planted this year in the Santa Margarita would return to 
that area in late 1976 or ’77. The normal life span of a silver 
salmon is three years. 


A deadly natural animal trap on the banks of the lower Colorado 
River north of Yuma has been eliminated by a team of wildlife 
managers from the California DeparUnent of h'lsh and Game. 
On Tuesday, May 20, John Massie and Mike Bird used nitrate 
explosives to blast away the steep sides of a recessed water hole 
that had apparently lured numerous animals to their death. 
Massie said the water hole was in a native rock formation so 
steep that a man could not get out. Remains of animals in the trap 
included a bighorn sheep ram, a kit fox, a skunk and a ring-tailed 
cat, the latter noted for its exceptional rock climbing ability. 
'The trap, which was recently discovered by Fis^ and Game 
personnel on the California side of Senator Wash, 15 miles north of 
Yuma.

York's Urban Development Corporation 
bonds, necessitating a rescue operation 
by the legislature and Governor Carey, 
was a warning signal that lit up the 
financial sky in New York City. 
The bonds, providing extensive low- 
cost housing, were a “moral obligation

As Luther H 
Gulick, head of the

it, the city, in ameliorating the lot of the 
20 per cent of the poorest, tried to 
redistribute the wealth. 
That was bound to fail with industry 
driven out by a tax bite considered 
confiscatory. 
President Ford’s most 
telling point in rejecting Mayor Beam e’s 
appeal was that, if New York was given 
a fiscal reprieve, other cities would 
come piling in with similar demands 
The spending habit, an addiction of 
long 
standing, 
is 
the 
root 
cause 
Congress is expected to approve an 
increase m Social Security payments of 
8 per cent rather than 5 per cent. The 
difference will mean an increase of $3.8 
billion For persons living on meager 
Social Security monthly payments as 
inflation cuts deep, the higher payments 
may be essential But the increased cost 
is piled on the 1976 federal deficit which 
Congress by the new budget procedures 
computes at $68 billion. 
In financing this deficit, the Treasury 
will take out of the capital market 
money that might otherwise be used by

Burning midnight oil 


It is ironic that as Lompoc Unified 
School D istrict heads for a wrap-up of 
classroom labor Friday, 
the school 
board should be entering one of the most 
eventful periods of its approximate 15- 
year history. 
Those words are not 
spoken lightly. First 
of all the board is in 
the process of winding 
down 
the 
17-year 
career of Supt. Glen 
Wegner. Wegner will 
retire on June 30, giv­ 
ing way to Clarence 
Bloom who will take 
over 
the 
following 
day. 
Wegner has a month to go, but much 
of that tim e will be encumbered by the 
approaching 
retirement. 
Few major 
decisions 
by 
Wegner 
are 
expected 
during the interim. Readers may recall 
that trustee Karl Braun for one has been 
concerned that Bloom’s views on 
critical 
questions 
be 
cranked 
into 
current actions as much as possible, 
because Bloom and the board will have 
to live with the decisions. 
A case in point is a scheduled review 
of the W illiams’ Committee Report on 
Space-Resources. Readers may recall 
that pressure for the review stem s from 
important recommendations on the all- 
year, or continuous school program and 
on such diverse subjects as a hot lunch 
program and the expansion of vocational 
education facilities. 
Aside from those questions that have 
been in the works for som e time, there 
are three major questions and possibly a 
fourth that will take all the ingenuity the 
board can muster.

called windfall monies. The question has 
been in a state of limbo in recent weeks 
after the last of several hearings on 
requests by various segm ents of the 
educational community.

sc h o o l 
administrators 
preferred 
a 
list 
of 
requests primarily in term s of the 
expansion 
of 
vocational 
education 
facilities. There were a whole series of 
requests 
from 
elem entary 
school 
principals, 
from 
Lompoc 
Education 
Association and from the general public. 
It would seem from an addendum to the 
recently 
printed preliminary budget 
that cam e out late last week that most 
of the money is being proposed by the 
secondary school vocational education 
expansion,

recommendations to com e from Wegner 
before

retirement. 
Despite 
the 
recommendation, however, if in the end 
it is weighted against, say, expenditures 
for

strong sentiment on the school board for 
the use of at least some of the monies at 
the elem entary school level. Someone 
pointed out the other day that the 
requests from primary school sources 
include those for expansion of libraries. 
Many of the elementary school libraries 
are 
m erely 
a 
few 
books 
in 
little 
cubbyholes. 
So it goes. Not the least of the 
questions that hasn’t been touched on 
here 
is that of salary negotiations 
between the board s representatives and 
the Certificated Employe Council 
It 
should be noted, while this thought is 
fresh in mind that much is accomplished 
by the CEC in its on going meetings with 
the board’s representatives. The public 
som etim es may get the idea that the 
CEC sessions com e only at salary- 
budget time. Actually the CEC m eets 
with the board’s representatives much
